JUDGE GRESHAM GIVES UP A. PENSION. 


He Was Wounded While Fighting Around 
Atlanta— Washington Women Play the 
Markets and Some Have Luck. 


Washington, February 15.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Boatner, of Louisiana, has a, plan to re- 
vise the civil service system which he will 
propose to congress very soon. 

Mr. Boatner seeks to do away with the 
life tenure created by the present civil 
service law and to limit governmental ser- 
vice to two terms of six years each, the 
second term being allowed only after com- 
petitive examination. 

In explaining. his proposed measure, Mr. 
Boatner said today: 

“I am in favor of a good civil service sys- 
tem, but the present law, after a full trial, 
has proved ineffective and unjust. It builds 
up an office-holding class and results in 
giving life tenures to those in offices. A 
visit to the department will show women 
drawing from $1,200 to $1,800 per year from 
the government, while at the same time 
other women of equal intelligence are work- 
ing in private offices at $10,a week. I have 
no objection to the women earning $1,200 to 
$1,800, but I want the outside woman to 
have an opportuhity or earning this amount. 
“At the end of the proposed time the 
place held by an employe would be open to 
competitive examination before the depart- 
ment civil service board. The employe who 
had served for six years in the place could 
compete with others, and his or her expe- 
rience might give an advantage = in- 
suring a reappointment for six years. Yet 
superior service, established by examina-~ 
tion, would be the only way for continuing 
the term to twelve’ years. At the end of 
that time the service would terminate with- 
cut further opportunity for examination or 
continuance in government employ. 

“In this way life tenures in the govern- 
ment service would be brought to an end 
and the civil service laws would be made 
to harmonize with the needs of the various 
branches of the public service.”

' The strange disappearance of pretty Ag- 
hes King, of 2f Formwalt street, which oc- 
purred @n the morning of February 7th, 
and which has been kept a profound secrefg 
from all save the detectives, had a most 
sensational sequel last night. 

The discovery of the young girl's where- 
abouts revealed one of the most startling 
‘stories of the perfidy of a pretended friend, 
a family’s grief and mortification, a hus- 
band’s desertion, a young girl’s ruin and a 
man’s brazen effrontery, that the annals 
of the local detectives have shown in 
years. 

The young girl was found at a fashion- 
able boarding house in this city, living as 
the wife of a man three times her age, 
and who is the husband of her aunt. The 
tearful story of her ruin. moved the officers 
to deep indignation. and caused Chief Con- 
nolly to declare that he would take the 
prosecution of the man who had wronged 
her into his own hands and see to it that 
he did not go unpunished. 

A. G, Wilson, formerly a locomotive en- 
gineer, @ man forty-eight years old, is un- 
der arrest for kidnaping the young girl. 
His wife, the sister of the young girl's 
mother, is broken hearted and deserted at 
her home, 121 Garnett street. The father 
of the wronged girl, and her broken-hearted 
mother, are prostrated with grief over last 
night's disclosures. 

4gnes King is sixteen years old and re- 
markably beautiful. She is sixteen, but tall 
for her age. Her hair is dark-brown and 
her features are even and beautiful. She 
is t, too, and as shown by her conver- 
Sation to the officers last night, is not lack- 
ing in spirit. She is the oldest child of 
Mr. J. W. King, of 21 Formwalt street, 
who is the southern agent of the Portland 
Screen Company, with offices in the old 
capitol building on Marietta street.

His Friends Do Not Know Whether It 
Is a Joke or Suicide. 

Memphis, Tenn., February 15.—(Special.)— 
Frank Chambers, the well-known journal- 
ist and politician, known far and wide as 
“The Milan Liar,” has either committed 
suicide or perpetrated the greatest fake of 
Which he has ever been guilty. He was 
last seen about 8 o’clock this morning. At 
that time he cashed a check for $20. At 
noon a letter was received by a friend of his 
Stating that he was tired of life and wanted 
to rest. It went on to say that his life had 
been one long mistake; that in looking back 
over his career he could not recall a single 
act of which he was proud, and that it 
was best for him to seek that oblivion which 
comes with death. 

“I don’t know what will become of me 
after I cut loose,” the farewell says, ‘put 
I cannot believe that I can find a place 
more terrible than this world.”’ 

Prior tp Chambers’s disappearance, he 
had been drinking heavily of absinthe. 
Chambers had many friends all over Ten- 
nessee. He was particularly well known 
among the politicians, having been at one 
time clerk of the senate. He was best 
known as the editor of The Milan Hustler. 
Chambers was a young man, being only 
about twenty-two years of age. He is well 
connected. Some of his friends hope that 
he has merely perpetrated a joke, but their 
hopes have small foundation. A man an- 
swering his description is known to have 
crossed the river in a skiff soon after the 
hour at which he disappeared. 


FIRE AT A COLLEGE, 


It Is Presumed That the Blaze Started 
from a Cigar. 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 15.—(Special.) 
About 9 o’clock, just after the close of a 
lecture in the main building, fire broke out 
in the attic of the boys’ dormitory of the 
Knoxville college, a large college for ne- 
groes, under the auspices of the United 
Presbyterian church of North America. The 
dormitory is an annex to the chapel build- 
ing and both were completely destroyed.

GALVAO HAS RESIGNED 


Because of Bifferences Between Him- 
self and Peixoto. 

Buenos Ayres, February 15—Advices reach 
here from Rio Janeiro teday confirming the 
report that General Galvao, assistant min- 
ister of war, has resigred because of dif- 
ferences between himsdf and President 
Peixoto, regarding the treatment of the in- 
surgents who had been captured by the 
government forces, Gereral Macedo, com- 
inanding at Fort Santa Cruz, has been ar- 
rested on suspicion that he was acting as a 
spy for the insurgenis.

A battle along the boundary line between 
Parana and Sao Paulo, is imminent. 

A conflict has occurred among the troops 
and the inhabitants of Alagoas, in the state 
of that name, in the northeastern section of 
Brazil. Many of the latter were killed. The 
foreign journals of Sao Paulo have been 
suppressed. The manager of a German 
newspaper published there has been ar- 
rested. The banks are closéd, and busi- 
ness generally is at a standstill. 

Admiral de Mello is reported to be cruis- 
ing off Santos in the Republica. Dynamite 
torpedo bodts are protecting the port against 
an attack. The population of Santos are 
said to favor Senhor Moraes for the presi- 
dency. 


FIRED UPON AMERICANS. 


The Insurgents Say They Did Net 


Know What They .Were Doing. 

Rio de Janeiro, February 15.—(Copyrighted 
1h94 by the United Press.)—On Tuesday nignt 
lest a launch belonging to the American 
cruiser, Newark, took ashore from that 
vessel several sailors who had been attack- 
ed by yellow fever. The men were taken to 
the yellow tever hospital. On her way 
back, the course of the launch took her 
close to the anchorage of the merchant 
fieet. Lying among the merchantmen was 
the insurgent steamer, Marte. The latter 
fired three shots at the launch, but all three 
went wild, doing no damage. 

The captain of the Marte afterwards de- 
clared that he did not know that the launch 
was American. This statement, however, is 
not worthy oftbelief, as launches belonging 
to the American ‘warships are easily dis- 
| tinguished from everything else. 

After landing her sick sailors, the Newark, 
under orders from Rear Admiral Benham, 
seiled for Montevid20, where she will be 
disinfected. lt is the opinion of those who 
know what sort of a place the bay is during 
| the yellow fever season, that the fleet of 
| warships ought to anchor off Copacabana, 
outside the harbor. There is no fever at that 
place which is easy of communication from 
the city.

FELL IN HIS OWN DITCH. 


An Anarchist Torn Up by the Weapon 
He Intended for Others, 

London, February 15.—A Frenchman, who 
is supposed to have been an anarchist, was 
blown to pieces tonight in Greenwich park. 
Near by were found fragments of a bottle 
whi¢h evidéntly had contained explosive 
material. The parkkeeper heard the report 
of the explosion, which came from the di- 
rection of the observatory, and hastening 
thither he found a man kneeling on the 
floor covered with blood. His hand and 
wrist had been blown away, his face and 
body covered with wounds and there was a 
gaping wound in his stomach, a portion of 
the intestines protruding. He was only 
able to say: “‘Take me home.” Where his 
home was it could not be learned from the 
papers in his pockets and he was, therefore, 
conveyed to the seamen’s hospital. He 
died half an hour after reaching there. 
The conjecture of the police is that he 
stumbled and fell and in this way caused 
the explosion of the contents of the bottle, 
which was in his pocket. The man was 
about thirty years of age. English and 
French papers found in the man’s pocket 
showed that he was Martial Pourdin, a for- 
eign anarchist. He was one of the foreign 
refugees and is believed to have been in 
London but a few months. What took him 
to Greenwich park has not been discovered. 
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FIRED BY THE TENANTS. 


Miners Suspected of Burning the Com- 
pany’s Houses, 

Knoxville, Tenn., February 15.—(Special.) 
The trouble between the receiver of the 
Mingo Mountain Coal Company, at Middles- 
boro, and the miners, seems to bé nearing 
a serious crisis. The Constitution has 
printed the story of the imprisonment by 
a United States judge of thirteen miners for 
contempt of court in refusing to move out 
of the company’s tenement houses after 
being ordered to do so by United States de- 
puty marshals. 

Barly this morning niiw of the houses 
were burned to the ground. They caught 
fire so nearly together as to remove any 
doubt that they were incendiary, and it is 
believed that the tenants had been warned. 
At any rate, their household goods were 
out of the flames before any damage could 
be done. The Knights of Labor and the 
Mingo company have boycotted each other 
and the mines are run by non-union men. 
The matter will be brought immediately to 
the attention of the United States court.

Our eastern and western exchanges 
are filled with graphic accounts of the 
great storm which has raged so furious- 
ly over such a large part of the continent 
during the present week. 

Travel and traffic were blockaded in 
INnany streets in Chicago, and in Joliet 
and Detroit business was entirely sus- 
pended. In the New England states the 
Situation was not much better. From 
Maine to Dakota the country was in the 
grip of the ice king, and the loss to the 
people in the shape of damage to prop- 
erty, obstructed traftic and idle labor 
probably amounts to millions of dollars. 

Such visitations cause the people of the 
far north to look longingly in this direc- 
tion. They are asking themselves why 
they should remain in a bleak and in- 
hospitable land where they must always 
Struggle against the forces of nature, 
when they could easily find homes in the 
south and live more comfortably and 
cheaply, and work in the open air every 
day in the year. 

These occasional blizzards do the work 
of immigration agents for the south 
when they swoop down upon the west- 
ern prairies and drive every living thing 
to cover. During the winter it is un- 
necessary for the south to invite immi- 
grants from the land of snow and ice. 
Nature is at work warning the inhab- 
itants of that section to move southward 
where they will not have to contend 
against such odds, and where a genial 
climate and a productive soil will enable 
them to make a living without taxing 
their energies to the utmost. 

The recent cold wave will send many 
an immigrant southward. People are 
not going to freeze nearly half the yéar 
when there is no good reason for it, and 
the dwellers in the northeast and north- 
west are getting tired of the whole busi-

Replying to your request for a copy of the 
bulletin on hawks and owls, issued by the 
division of ornithology and mammalogy of 
this department, I regret to say that the 
edition is exhausted.

This is very interesting, but as The 


Constitution has no recollection of hav- 
ing made a request for Mr. J. Sterling 
Morton’s justly celebrated pamphlet on 
hawks and owls, and has no possible 
use for it, we are unable to say why he 
should fire his postal card at us. 

The profession followed by hawks and 
owls has been pushed too far in this 
country already.

We are told that the supply of Mr. Mor- 
ton’s elegant and valuable essay on 
hawks and owls is exhausted and asked 
to write to our congressman for a copy 
in case the next congress orders a new 
edition. 

We are glad to announce, however, 
that The Constitution doesn’t want to 
know any more about haavks and owls 
than it already knows and that it does 
not want to worry with Mr. Morton’s 
bureau of ornithology and mammalogy. 
The Constitution hopes, moreover, that 
this congress, as well as the next, will 
devote all its time and attention to car- 
rying out the demands and pledges of 
the democratic platform.

Convict, Bat Still a Man. 
From The 8t. Louis Republic. 
It is said that a young man serving a 
term in the Massachusetts penitentiary for 
forgery has earned several thousand dol- 
lars by labor outside of what is required 
of him as a part of his prison duties; that 
every cent of this money has been turned 
over to those who lost by his crime, and 
that when he was offered a pardon he re- 
fused it, saying he had committed a crime 
for which he wished to make full repara- 
tion, not only to those who suffered by it, 
but to the state. 
The case is a very unusual] one, as the 
convict is a highly educated man who is 
able to earn money by doing translating 
and other work for New York and Boston 
publishers. But, unusual as it is, it is full 
of suggestion of what will ultimately be 
done in every prison in the country. 
Assuming the accuracy of all that is said 
in this case, the convict is so far superior 
to the average, in or out of prison, that 
he is able to overcome the enormous difli- 
culties of an imperfect and vicious prison 
discipline and to show by the force of his 
example how great are the possibilities of 
a just and reasonable system.

It had been practically decided that Ma- 
con be acmitted into membership in the 
place of Augusta, the sentiment of the asso- 
elation having been taken by a mail vote. 
Mr. R. W. Sperry, Mr. Hill and Hon. Minter 
Wimberly were on hand to represent Ma- 
con. Not khowing that Macon had been de- 
cided upon, bu: believing they stood on a 
par with Macon, with equal chances for 
Becuring the admission, Montgomery sent 
Ideutenant Erwin and Mr. Barry Holt to 
present the claims of that city for mem- 
bershiy’.

SHE ALLEGES IT WAS A. DEAL 


An Interesting Petition Was Filed by 
Her Attornoys Yesterday—It Makes 
Very Good Reading. 


The Chattahoochee Land Company has 
been pushed into the courts of Fulton coun- 
ty. 
The movant in the suit is Mrs. Susan 
M. Bailey, one of the most prominent and 
best known ladies of Griffin, who subscrib- 
ed liberally to the stock “of the company, 
but who is now for sume reason wholly dis- 
Satisfied with her purchase. 
The suit, when filed in the clerk’s office 
of the superior court of Fulton county, cre- 
ated quite a sensation about the building, 
because of the Charges made in the paper 
and on account of the gentlemen 
who were ramed as respondents. In 
the bill the gentlemen named in 
connection with the suit as organizers of 
the company are County Commissioner Jim 
Collins, Phil Haralson, Andrew E. Cal- 
houn, J. H. Moore, J. 'T. Williams, H 8. 
Chamberlin and Ernest Kastman. ‘The al- 
legations are that the Chattahoochee Land 
Company was organized in 1891, and that a 
charter wus granted on application in the 
same year. The capital stock of the com- 
pany, according to the petition and the 
charter, was $3,000,000, and the privilege 
to increase this to $10,000,000 was asked. 

The petition alleges that Mr. James Col- 
lins made over to the land company a tract 
of 1,000 acres of land in Fulton and Cobb 
counties and that the value of this land 
was put at $750,000 by Mr. Collins, and for 
it he was to receive $125,000 in cash and the 
balance in stock of the company. Accord- 
ing to the allegetion in this particular di- 
rection, Mr. Colling never gave this land 
in tor more than $10,000, Another allega- 
tion is that it was agreed upon by the 
stockholders to take a lot of mineral land 
from Mr. J. H. Moore, $110,000 to be paid in 
cash and to have aé valuation of 
$2,500,000, which was paid in stock to the 
amount of $22,500. The petitioner claims 
that Mr. Moore did not really own this 
land, but simply paid upon it a smal! option, 
and that it was not worth more than $2,000 
or $3,000. . 

Mrs. Bailey alleges that H. L. Wilson, 
an agent of the Chattahoochee Land Com- 


‘ pany, solicited a subscription from her and 


that she was induced to buy 350 shares of 
stock in the company, paying for it $6,000 
in cash. That she was induced, by seeing 
the names of prominent citizens on the Ist 
of stockholders, to take this stock, and that 
these influential persons received their stock 
for the use of their names in order that 
the concern might be boosted. The peti- 
tion alleges further that in truth and fact, 
the values placed upon ali of the lands 
were fictitious as the lands were not worth 
more than $25,000; but that it was all a 
scheme to sell enough stock at $16.75 to raise 
$500,000, out of which amount $125,000 was to 
be paid to James Collins, to J. H. Moore 
$110,000 and the rema:nder of the money to 
be divided among the seven stockholders, 
of whom Collins and Moore were mem- 
bers. 
ors Collins’s land was given back to 
him. The petition concludes. by charging 
that the company is now, and always has 
been, insolvent. 

Not only those about the courthouse who 
keep posted on matters of the kind were 
astonished at the story told in the peti- 
tion, but the gentlemen named in the paper 
as the defendants were. Some of the gen- 
tlemen named as defendants were quite 
sore over the charges and were not slow 
in showing it. They were gentlemen known 
ee eau the city and the county, and 
they were PERHAPS SY ‘ 
dicting the story told in the petition. 

The Attorney Speiks. 

Colonel W. 8S. Thomson, attorney for the 
company, was quick to mak¢ a denial of 
the charges contained in the application 
filed, and in doing so gave ahistory of the 
eompany as he knew it. 

“I am,” said the colonel, ‘tonnected with 
the company as its attomey, and in 
that way I know of its Risory and opera- 
tions. The company was organized 
with J. D. Collins, Fhil MHarralson, 
Andrew E. Calhoun, J. H. Moore, 
J. T. Wilder, H. S. Chamberlin and Ernest 
Eastman, who applied for the charter. 
This charter provided fof $3,000,000 capital 
stock with the privilege éf incréasing it to 
$10,000, 000. At that time James R. Collins 
had nothing to do with the organization. 
Afterwards he came in with his tract of 
land, and then the Cheskee mining prop. 
erty was taken in. At that time they hae 
the prospects or making this Collins tract 
of land worth $100,000 and the Cherokee 
worth $500,000. They belifved, in good faith, 
that all this property Was worth at least 
$300,000 and if the finanfiat depression had 
not come upon the country, they would, no 
doubt, have made it werth $500,000. I have 
Seen ailidavits from men who know and 
who had no interest in this property, in 


fact, I have these statements at my office, 
and they say that the yalue of this Chero- 
kee land is almost incalculable, and that 
in that land, is the richest iron ore to be 
found anywhere.

The Farmers Have ibanloned the One 
Crop dea. 

Cuthbert, Ga., Febmary 15.—(Special.)— 
Randolph, besides being oneof the very best 
farming counties in southwest Georgia, 
and aside from being callel at home and 
abroad “‘the heakh, educational, home 
and fruit center,’ is itlso cecidedly in the 
lead in stock raising. This has always occu- 
pied much of the time of her people—some

He keeps on hand 
fifteen fine mares, bloojed jack and stallion 
and all the stock used on his farms is from 
his own raising. Mr. Gofe this year pro- 
poses to go further into the business and 
will raise stock for the market on an ex- 
tensive scale. There are other extensive 
stock raisers in this county, notably Hon. 
D. R. Stewart, Randolph's representative 
in the lower house; Mr. D. J. Weaver, Col- 
onel Arthur Hood and Mr. James F, Sealy. 
Besides these there are many who raise 
on a more limited scale.

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Frank R. Hewitt’s Application for Habeas 
Corpus Denied 


BY U. S. DISTRICT JUDGE NEWMAN, 


Solicitor Thomas’s Successful Plea in 
Favor of the Jurisdiction of Georgia 
Courts—An Issue in North Carolina 


An interesting case was decided yesterday 
in the United States circuit court, Judge 
Newman presiding, which involves a nice 
point of law, bearing as it does on inter- 
state or national laws. 

Some time in tast November Mr. Frank 
R. Hewitt was arrested in North Carolina 
for libelling W. 8S. Saul. He was brought 
to Georgi and released on $1,000 bond. 
When the case came to trial before the 
State court two weeks ago unexpected com- 
Plications arose and Mr. Lewis Thomas 
had the suit nol prossed and Mr. Hewitt re- 
arrested, whereupon he applied for a writ 
of habear corpus before the United States 
court, asking that the United States judge 
order his release. 

The case was 
Messrs. Jackson 
pearing for the defendant and 
Mr. Lewis Thomas for the prosecution. 
The judge refused to give Mr. Hewitt his 
liberty and ordered him to remain in cus- 
tody. The argument of Mr. Thomas, yaiog 
brought the trial to this conglusion, briu.. 
out strongly the law bearing on sucn 
cases and wil! be read with interest: 

Mr. Thomas's Argument. 


- Argument of Lewis Thomas, solicitor of 
the criminal court of Atlanta, in re Frank 
R.. Hewitt, petition for habeas corpus, in 
the circuit court of the United States; 

“The exercise of the power to issue writs 
of habeas corpus to a state court proceed- 
ing in disregard of the rights secured by 
the constitution and laws of the United 
States, before the question has been raised 
or determined in the stute court, is one 
which ought not to be encouraged. See 
Cook vs. Hart, 146 U. S., p. 184. 

In this case Cook hau been arrested in 
the state of Iilinois and carried to the state 
of Wisconsin on a requisition issued by the 
governor of Wisconsin and granted by the 
rovernor of Illinois, for the purpose of Ye 
ng tried in Wisconsin for the violation-of 
the laws of the state of Wisconsin. Pend- 
ing his trial in said stute the said Gook 
filed a petition to the circuit court in said 
State asking to be discharged trom custody 
on the ground that he was not a fugitive 
Yrom justice. The circuit court remandgd 
the said Cook into the custody of the state 
authorities. The supreme court of the 
United States affirmed this judgment, using 
the following language: ‘Upon the state 
coufts equal.y with the courts of the union 
rests the obligation to guard, enforce and 
protect every right granted or secured by 
the constitution of the United States, and 
the laws made in pursuance thereof when- 
ever those rights are involved in any suit 
or proceeding before them.’ 

“The party charged waives no defect of 
the jurisdiction by submitting tod a triai of 
his case upon the merits and we think that 
comity demands the state courts, under 
whose process he is held, and which are 
equally with the federal- courts, charged 
with the duty of protecting the accused, in 
the enjoyment of his constitutional rights, 
should be appealed to in the first instance, 
Should such rights be denied his remedy 
in the federal court will remain unimpaired. 

“This same principle was decided in the 
case of Ker vs. Tlineis, 119 U. S., page 436, 
and Mahon vs. Justice, 127 U. S., page 7W. 
The facts in the Ker case are in substance 
these: On his trial for larceny in the 
criminal court of Cook county he pleaded 
‘That he had been kidnaped from the city 
of Lima, in Peru, and forcibly placed on 
board a vessel of the United States in the 
harbor of Callao, carried to San Francisco 
and sent from there to Illinois upon requisi- 
tion made upon the governor of California.’ 

“The facts in the Mahon case were in 
substance, these: That while residing in 
West Virginia, he was forcibly, in violation 
of her Jaws, and without warrant or other 
legal process, arrested by a party of armed 
men from__Kentucky, and by force, and 
against his will, carried gut of the State, 
to answer to a charge: of murder in the 
state of Kentucky. ; ? 

“But the suprem® cotrt” of the United 
States in ex parte Royall, 117 U. S., 21, and 
ex parte Fonda, 117 U. S., 516, decides that 
“4t is within the discretion of the circuit 
@ourt to discharge a prisoner in advance 
of his trial in a state court,’ and that said 
discretion will ‘be subordinated to any 
special circumstances, requiring immediate 
action.’ The question that arises in this 
ease, whether or not there are such spe- 
‘elal circumstances requiring immediate 
action on the part of your honor, as will 
make it necessary for your honor to dis- 
charge the prisoner at bar. The statement 
of the prisoner at bar in his petition for 
the writ of habeas corpus, to the effect 
‘that petitionér has appeaied in vain to 
the state court, and the said state court has 
finally acted upon your petitioner s appeal, 
by refusing the relief prayed’ is untrue, 
as is shown by the statement made to 
this court in writing, by his honor, » Fe 
Westmoreland, judge of said criminal court 
of Atlanta, which written statement, by 
consent, is admitted to be what said judge 
would mare Se facts to be, if he were on 
ar this statement is true, then no issue 
was joined in said case, and said defense 
of jurisdiction filed by the prisoner, has 
never been passed an by the court pelow ;

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TIE VOTE AT SPRING VALE. 


Candidates for Council Run Together 
and There Is no Election. 
Cuthbert, Ga., February 15.—(Special.)— 
Spring Vale, one of our small but progres- 
sive and enterprising county towns, whose 
importance has entitled her to a charter and 
a full corps of city officials, has just gone 
through with a heated municipal contest for 
her 1894 officials. The contest came about 
in this way. The charter provides that the 
annual election shall take place in January. 
In case of a failure to hold an election, 
then the old officers were to hold, until their 
successors were elected and qualified. The 
maier, who is also a justice of the peace, 
thinking that everybody was satisfied with 
the present incumbents, left town. No elec- 
tion was held on the day provided in the 
charter and the present incumbents con- 
tinued holding over till the next election 

time. 

There is another provision in the charter 
when in case no election is held, that a 
certain number of citizens could give pub- 
lic notice and hold one. An undercurrent 
of opposition manifested itself lately and 
an election was. ordered and held. Every 
inch of ground was fought, and the con- 
test was indeed lively. E. H. Lee, the pres- 
ent mayor, was re-elected over Dr. G. B. 
Carter. There were three councilmen to 
be elected, with five candidates in the field, 
J. M. Fillingame landed safe; he receiving 
the largest vote polled. The other four did 
not fare so well. T. M. Davis and J. R. 
Pearce were candidates from the old board, 
W. H. Lee and John L. Griffin were the 
new opposition candidates brought out. Al 
four of these candidates received the same 
vote. It is now an unsettled and perplexed 
question with them whether they will con- 
test the election or have another election 
ordered. At any rate, the fight is not over, 
and the battle still rages in that usually 
very quite and peaceful town. It is certain 
that two of the. four candidates will be 
elected and two defeated; and it will take 
a contest or another ballot to decide who 
will be the lucky or the unsuccessful ones, 
Mr. C. R. West was elected clerk of the 


council. — “

The Mempbis Passencer Association Re- 
organiged-The Atlantic and Danville 
Certain to Be Built—Other Items. 


Never did the southern railroads get down 
to business as they are doing just at this 
season. 

They are determined that this year shall 
bring increased earnings and are doing 
everything in their power to get traffic. 

Freight and passenger agents of every 
rank and degree are shuffling along with 
with right good zest after business and 
the head men are holding meetings and con- 
ferences with each other to see what can 
be done to incrase the traffic in both the 
~ gga and passenger departments of the 

Commissioner E. B. Stahlman, of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, has just returned from a trip to Louis- 
ville, where he met Commissioner Day, of 
the Southwestern Traffic Association, and 
representatives from all the southern lines 
in conference to decide what can be done 
for the mutual promotion of railway inter- 
ests east of the Mississippi river and south 
of the Ohio. 

It was decided to harmonize matters be- 
tween the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association and the Southwestern Traffic 
Association as to the matter of a just and 
equitable division of rates. As is very well 
known there has been considerable dickering 
between the two associations recently about 
the division of rates. The Southwestern 
Trafiic Association came very near going to 
pieces under the wrangling that was kept 
up from time to time by the roads compos- 
ing that association. 

But now that the association is progress- 
ing so nicely under the guidance of Commis- 
sioner Day it 1s likely that the roads will 
all get together yet once more and that 
things will jog along more smoothly be- 
tween the two assoctations. 

The meeting did a very important thing 
for the good of the railroads when it fixed 
an agreement for a satisfactory adjustment 
of the rate division issue, the same being 
about the same basis of agreement as was 
in vogue between the roads previous to the 
recent squabbles, 

The meeting was largely attended, and all 
of the best lines in the south had representa- 
tives there,

It is not thought that this passenger as- 
sociation. will conflict at all with the opera- 
tion of the Southern Passenger Association 
with headquarters in Atlanta. 

Louisville and Nashville Earnings, 

The Louisville and Nashville has given 
its statement of earnings for the first week 
in February, and from July t, 1893, to Feb- 
ruary 7, 1894. The éntire earnings for 
the first week in February this year were 
$377,070, against $458,540 in 1893. From July 1, 
1898, to February 7, 1894, the amount was 
$11,760,578.79, against $14,001,137.85 from July 
1, 1892, to February 7, 1893. 

The Atlantic and Danville. 

The Constitutian has already published 
much about the plans of the Atlantie and 
Danville to build a link from Danville to 
Bristol, Tenn., there connecting with the 
East Tennessee. 

The latest report from the men in charge 
is to the effeet that the scheme will cer- 
tainly be pushed right through te a: speedy 
culmination and that this line will soon 
connect the mineral regions of north Geor- 
gia, East Tennessee and southern Virgiaia 
with the Atiantie coast. 

The new road will be 115 miles in length and 
will be known as the Virginia, Seaboard 
ard Western railway. 

It jis well known that the Atlantic arid 
Danville will be sold by decree of the courts 
on April the 3d, and it is believed that this 
new company will be formed of the bond- 
folders of the old road to build the ex- 
tension mentioned with the assistance of 
nerthern capital. 

It is further stated on good authority that 
the same people will buy the Marietta and 
North Georgia, which is also to be sold, and 
that it will make its way through northern 
Georgia to Atlanta over this route. This 
will make quite an extensive system of rail- 
ways in this region of the south that will 
have a most desirable territory at its back. 

A Saiver Lining tu the Clouds, 


The Financial Chronicle, in an article 
this week of railway expenditures and re- 
ductions without impairments; has the 
following to say trom the ownership stand- 
point: 

“As concerns the future of the roads, one 
fact should not escape natice. The situa- 
tion at the moment is not prosperous, but 
out of it, there promises to come an ad- 
vantage in the end. Hitherto, under the 
enforced reductions in rallroad transporta- 
tion charges, the increase in wages and the 
demand for extra accommodations, it has 
been almost impossible fur the roads to add 
to their yearly net income. Business and 
traffic might increase, but the benefit wert 
to the shipper in lower rates, the laborer 
in better pay and the public in improved ser- 
vice; the carrier practically got none of the 
gain. But now the situation is changed 
and with it public action and public expec- 
tation will also be changed. The upward 
course of wages has not only been arrested 
but reversed, while as to further reductions 
in rates by public authorities, the condi- 
tion of the roads speaks too eloquently of 
the fact that it cannot be done to prevent 
of its being attempted. Hence, when bust- 
ness begins to revive and gross earnings 
to mount upward again, we may expect 
that the roads will be able (the tendency 
of the operating cost to rise having been 
overcome) to get some profit out of the work

Although wounded almost unto 
ueath he hied himself forth, crippled and 
maimed against the very greatest odds, 
and brougnt his assailant to bay, fastened 
the evidence against him, and at the immi- 
nent risk of his nfe, appeared at police head- 
quarters yesterday afternoon to prosecute 
the case against the man who had so badly 
wounded him. Detectives and policemen were 
not needed by him at all; he worked the 
matter independently of all ofticers, and 
only when it was necessary to have an oih- 
cer did he call for one to attend to the 
lormulity of arresting the bad man. 

Yesterday morning the youngster called 
upon Patrolman White to arrest Kmmett 
Oliver, a young negro with a bad reputation, 
for shooting him. The officers were as- 
tounded at the story the youth told, but 
complied with his request. They appeared in 
police court yesterday afternoon,’ and 
pointed out a small youth of ebon hue, 
whom they denominated the prosecutor. 

“I'm the one he shot,” said the youngster 
in-a faint, weak voice, his eyes flashing 
with spirit. “My name’s Will Tate. He shot 
me,”’ 

Tate instantly established the impression 
upon the court that he was a man of char- 
acter and a man of action. Although but 
twelve, he showed the court in about two 
minutes’: time that he was a genius. 

His story when boiled down, showed that 
he was innocently walking along Rhodes 
Street last Monday night. Suddenly he 
came upon two contending bodies of young 
negro men. The young negroes were making 
night hideous and suddenly things termi- 
nated in a clash. The air was filled with 
rocks, bricks and glass bottles. The fight 
was nothing short of a young riot, and sud- 
denly some one began shooting. A half 
dozen shots were exchanged when innocent 
Will Tate, the spectator, felt a stinging sen- 
sation in his side, and knew that he had 
been shot. He ran home and a physician was 
sent for. 

it was. the next morning that Tate, al- 
though half dead, showed what a hero ani 
genius he is. He got out of bed and went 
out to do some detective work on his own 
heck, He worked all day and gained sever- 
al important clues. He worked unt: yester- 
‘‘ayv morning, when he completed the case 
by discovering that Emmett Oliver was the 
negro that shot him. He then asked Officer 
White to arrest him. 

Tate did not stop here.: Not content with 
the mere discovery of the perpetrator of the 
deed he secured subpenas, and with ‘his 
own hand turnd them over to the negroes 
engaged in the affair. 

“4 summovond ‘em all,”’ he said proudly yes- 
terday afternoon to the judge, ‘‘put some of 
‘em throwed ’em down and said day 
wuddent cone.’ 

The recorder at once perceived that it was 
a serious case and postponed the. hearing 
of it until this afternoon. Oliver was locked 
up. 
“It’s the funniest case I ever heard of,”’ 
said the judge yesterday afternoon. “That 
little negro did it all, and he seems to have 
done it remarkably well. And all the time 
he was suffering from a bad wound.”

l. Under the facts in this case, whether 
taken alone from the evidence, or alone 
trom the prisoner's statement, or from both 
together, the location of the wound upon 
the head of the deceased in respect to the 
rear or the front part of the head, was a 
matter of no importance except as it might 
bear on the law of self-defense. If the wound 
was upon the head at all, and caused death 
and was unlawfully inflicted with malice 
uforethought, either express or implied, any 
variance between the witnesses, or any 
mistake made by some of them. touching 
the location of the wound, was immaterial 
Save a5 a matter of bearing, either directly 
or indirectly, upon the question of self-de- 
tense. 

-. When, in its charge, the court stated 
to the jury that the evidence in the case 
consisted of the evidence for the state, the 
evidence for the accused and the prisoner's 
Statement, “if the statement can be called 
evidence,”’ the use of the words quoted was 
not erroneous, the charge as to the state- 
ment being in other respects in conformity 
to law. 

3. It was error for the court to fail in its 
charge to instruct the jury as to the form 
of their verdict in the event they should 
acquit the accused; but having inadvertently 
failed to do so, the error was cured by recall- 
ing them after they had retired to their 
room, and giving them the proper instruc- 
tions in this respect. Pritchett v. The State, 
last term. 

4. As ruled in the present case at October 
term, 1892, “‘an interval of three days is 
sufficient cooling time between the first 
fight and the homicide,’’ and there was no 
error in so instructing the jury. 16 8S. BK. 
Rep. 305, and authorities cited. 

o. There was no error in failing to charge 
on the law of manslaughter, the same not 
being, in any view either of the evidence 
or the prisoner’s statement, applicable to 
this case; the evidence fully warranted the 
verdict and there was no error in denying 
a new trial.
